In a motion filed with the consent 
of Fayette County Prosecutor John

slayer of the three-m em b er Elmer 
McCoy family 
asked 
the district 
court of appeals to suspend judg­ 
m ent of common pleas court in Col­ 
lett’s 
death 
sentence 
pending 
a 
hearing b y appellate court. 
The action was taken b y Attys 
Allen Sm ith and Charles Kirk oi 
W ilmington. 
Prosecutor Hill said the action 
autom atically would stay Collett's 
execution, since the appellate court 
does not meet until next Octob er 
Previously Collett's conviction was 
appealed to the higher courts and 
yesterday’s move was a formality to 
stay the execution. 
Collett was convicted of shooting 
to death McCoy, his wife, and their 
daughter, Mildred, last Thanksgiv­ 
ing eve a t the McCoy farm near 
here.

W hen Prim e M inister C hurchill goes out of his way 


to tell the B ritish house of com m ons to expect im ­ 
portant developm ents in the B alk an s, th e possibility 


of im m inent action in th at quarter of Europe becom es 


a m atter o f inform ed speculation.

B alk an peninsula, through th e Aegean sea into G reece, 


a «-ampaign which has been com plicated by th e n eu ­ 


trality of Turkey. 
In W orld war I, however, when Turkey was G e r­ 


m any’s ally, Salon iki was occupied by th e Allies in 
the fall of 1915. T h e Allies are now barred from lan d ­ 


ing a t th a t G reek port by the G erm an -h eld Aegean 


islands, but perhaps th e obstacle is not insuperable. 
N either G erm any nor the Allies are likely to discount 


th e h isto rical fact th a t a B alk an cam paign probably 


would be decisive, as cam paigns are ordinarily rated.

In 1918, Allied power based on Salon iki was the 
m eans of knocking an already w eakened and w ar-

B alk an s to stop th e growing th reat there. W hen B u l­ 
garia surrendered, G erm any was open to atta ck from 


th e rear. 
P rim e M inister C hurchill may bo adding to 


the war on G erm an nerves when h e prom ises action 
in th e B alk ans, or he m ay be talk in g m ilitary facts, 


but in eith er case he has made certain th a t an eye 


will be kept on th e B alk an s as p art of th e suspense 
over tiie m eans of knocking G erm any out of the war.

little 
French-C anadian 
girls 
T hey sing in English with scarcely j 
the trace of an accent. 
It has been reported th at the j 
quints’ earning power has dim in­ 
ished. 
Some of th at earning power 
was diverted to selling W ar bonds, 
but the little girls are still doing 
nicely.
